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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach clamping means for an abrasive sheet on sheet 
support, where the clamping means comprise active and passive clamping jaws that are 
movable around a swivel axis and are detachably lockable in a pivoted-out position. The 
closest art, to Hutchins, 4, 077,165, does not disclose or fairly teach both active and 
passive jaws movable around a swivel axis. The passive jaw 31 is somewhat resilient 
(see column 2, lines 61-66) but it , with the active jaw, does not pivot about a swivel 
axis. The limitation "wherein the tongs (34', 340). with the clamping jaws (36, 38: 360, 
380) and the clamped abrasive sheet end (17, 19*, 155), are movable around a swivel 
axis..." are, based on applicant's specification, page 8, lines 16-25, the swivel axis is a 
single axis both active and passive jaws pivot about.
